Son of Edmonton Mayor Did Not 
Return to British Lines After 
Sunday's Battle 


MAYOR RECEIVES WORD 


| Lieut. Henry Enlisted in Third 


University Coy.—Was Born 
In Edmonton 


Lieut. Reginald 
Henry, son of 
Mayor W. T. 
Henry, of Ed 
monton, is among 
the British avi- 
ators | isted 
among the miss- 
ing as the result 
of the terrific air 
attacks German positions on 
Saturday and Sunday last, pre 
paratory to the big British offen- 
sive this week which has had such 
disastrous results for the enemy, 

The telegram announcing the 
news was dated from Ottawa on 
Wednesday, and was received by 
the Mayor Thursday. It. stat- 
ed that Lieut. Henry was listed 
as missing on Sunday last. 

Lieut. Henry, who was a voung 
man of exceptional promise, was 
born in Edmonton, He enlisted in 
the third University of Alberta 
company, reinforcing the  Prin- 
cess Pats, in July, 1915. He was 
afterwards transferred to the 
49th battalion, being given a po- 
sition in the intelligence platoon. 
His career is one of the many ex- 
amples of the way in which Ed- 
monton men have ‘‘made good,”’ 
for although joining the Universi- 
ty company as aeprivate, his abili- 
ty and aptitude were quickly ree- 
ognized, and upon his transfer to 
the 49th battalion he was promot- 
ed to the rank of lieutenant. He 
was wounded while serving with 
the 49th, and was taken to hospi-
